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THE MIGRANT THEATER is an integrated, 
non=profit, bi-lingual touring reper=- 
tory theater, dedicated to presenting 
plays of social significance and deligh 
For us, there is only one path worth 
taking: the risky creation of a theater 
that is relevant to and expresses the 
aspirations of the peoples of America 
who are in ferment: Negroes, Mexican= 
Americans, Puerto Ricans, poor whites, 
students. 


Only a multi-class audience can save 
our theater, and this is the kind of 
theater we must create. 


We are now rehearsing "In White America" 
for a tour of California. (As we go to 
press, some roles remain open.) Martin 
Duberman’s powerful documentary drama 
of Negro history may be "old stuff" to 
certain segments of Los Angeles audien~ 
ces, but not to the people of Watts, 
Delano, Pacoima, San Luis Obispo, San 
Jose, etc. 


Other projects include "This Valley", 
a documentary play on the history of th 
San Joaquin Valley, and "Senora San= 
chez", about the General Strike of 


1968. We hope to present these in 
English and Spanish. 


Another exciting development is im=- 
provisational plays, which are growing 
out of our rehearsals. We plan to 
build up several of these, and also to 
explore the Living Newspaper, which is 
a useful form for commenting on the news 
of the day.

We are also doing English-Spanish 
story hours for children, with hand 
puppets. Sometimes we follow these 
story hours with a demonstration of 
how to make simple puppets. The 
children take their creations home 
with them. We hope to make these 
story hours a yearround project, 
concentrating on the endless heri- 
tage of Mexican, South American and 
West Indian folklore.
